around to show that I know some­ 
thing about the Bible, hut to encour­ 


age its reading.’’ 
Dr. H ailey made these brief 
re­ 


marks in explaining his Veason fo r re - 
commanding the Am erican 
revision 


of the Bible in preference to 
the 


K ing Jam es version. He asserted that 
it was written a fte r th irty years 
of 
labor by th irty Am erican scholars 


and that it w as more easily read than 
other editions. 
The Am erican revision, lie contin­ 


ued, was prepared to meet the chang­ 


es-in language a fte r three hundred 
yea i n. It is paragraphed differently 
so that sentences are not divided into 


paragraphs. 
Dr. 
H ailey 
exhibited 
thr?e different copies of the A m eri­ 


can revised edition, one o f which he 
recommended for young people, 
one 
for middle-aged people and the third 


for old people. A ll have large print 
for ease in reading, Dr. H ailey said.

P a u l’s Methodist Episcopal church. 
Dr. H a ile y «will continue the reading

to remember that the New Testam ent 
was written between the years 
53 
and 6 8, with the exception of 
the 
writings o f John. 


“ The minds o f tin* apostles were 


not fu lly illuminated on the day o f 
Pentecost/’ he pointed out. “ It was 


not revealed to them until problems 


arose and then God led them to 
one 
mind. The church was in existence 


50 years before the New Testam ent 
wa» written. A fte r telling what Jesu s 


said and did, the official description 
of C hristianity i» given in the E p is ­ 
tles letters. If C hristian ity had been 
g iv iii to u» by men, it would 
have 
been in encyclopedic form .”

October'because the general fund is 
already $3,750,000 in debt and high-

cense tax invalid.

pointed out the improvements that 
will be ^necessary; to bring about re- 
duced fire insurance rates. 


Councilmen, however, after hearing 


the report, decided that the best thing 
to do was to buy equipment that 
would suit t'he needs in fighting fires, 
and to put out the fires,, rather than 
go to the big expense of compiling 
with recommendations a* outlined by 
the insurance department, which then 
did not make any rigid promise of a 
rate reduction. 


The council, acting on their own 


initiative, will receive,.bids April 1 on 
two pieces of ,firc apparatus, ,onc of 
which will lie purchased. One bid calls 
for a triple combination motor pum- 
per, chemical and hose wagon, sim- 
ilar to the pumper now in use. The 
other bid ('alls for 
a combination 


pumper, hook and 
ladder 
service 


truck. 


By advertising for bids on 
two 


different pieces of apparatus, 
the 


council can theh'imike their selection 
from a vast number of machines. The 
capacity of the pump in, each case 
is to be from (iOO to ,750 gallons 
a 


minute. ' 
, 
. 


The machines are to be equipped 


with either chemicals or a 
booster 


pump, and the bids will be open to 
all competitive concerns, the question 
that the council will decide is .wheth- 
er to buy an outfit like the one in use 
now, or to buy one with extra ladder 
equipment, as we|l as having a hose 
bed and pumper. 


In outlining the rates for Rush- 


ville, which is in class 4, and which 
if reduced rates are desired would 
be in class 3, the representative of 
the insurance companies pointed out 
"what would be necessary to bring 
about the lower rates. 


Following his 
recommendations 


would mean practically the rebuilding 
of the city water and light plant, and 
other costs would reach $75,000 to 


bring about a reduction that would 
scarcely be noticed. 


He recommended the following im- 


provements and changes: 


Additional fire equipment. 
There 


should be two pumper companies and 
a Jadder company. More men 
are 


needed on the regular duty. .The wa- 
ter supply is inadequate. The present 
reservoir holds less than a half mil- 
lion gallons of water. It should be 
increased to three millions, and a 
reserve supply of two millions held 
in readiness.

One more pump should be installed 


at the water and light plant. Another 
pump now in use should bo com- 
pletely rebuilt.

The church was in existence 
50 years before the Xew Testament 
was written. After telling what Jesus 
said and did, the official description 
of Christianity is given in the Epis- 
tles letters. Jf Christianity had been 
givm to us by men, it would 
have 


been in encyclopedic form."

the inpdern Salonica 
in southern 


Greece, which was an allied 
base 


during the late war. 


"The ina'n subject of Second Thes- 


s:\Ionians is the Lord's second com- 
ing," lie continued. "It is also writ- 
ten to encourage the young church to 
bear up under its troubles. It is one 
of the most beautiful passages in the 
New Testament and shows the apos- 
tle's tender solicitude for his first 
converts, -that they bold fast to the 
faith." 


As a preface to his reading of the 


Second Epistle to Timothy, Dr. Hal- 
ley recalled some of the 
historical 


background. He pointed out thnt the 
Book of 'Acts -closed with Paul in 
Prison. He was released and re- 
turned to visit the 
churches in 


Greece and Asia Minor. During the 
next year—in 04, the speaker said, 
Nero burned Rome. The people knew 
be -was responsible, and to 
divert 


suspicion, he accused, the Christians. 


"For the first time the' Christians 


were persecuted in Rome," Dr. Hal- 
ley stated. "They bad been persecut- 
ed by the Jews previously. A short 
time after Nero burned Rome, Paul 
was arrested on. a charge of evil- 
doing, which caused the churches in 
Asia Minor to fall away from hup. He 
was torn from his friend Timothy 
a)ad dragged back to Home and tried. 
And when the end seemed-near, he 
wrote the Epistle to Timothy. It was 
liis triumph of faith and it is one' of 
the finest passages in the Bible. 'I 
am not ashamed, for I know whom I 
have believed,' said Paul. 'I 
have 


fought a. good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have, kept the faith." 


Jn explanation of his reading 
of 


First Corinthians, Dr. Halley said the 
church at Corinth was founded on 
Paul's second journey there and that 
tie time of the writing of the Epistle, 
tue Christians w,ere in dispute over 
many things of secondary import- 


"Strain'iig gnats and swallowing 


camels," he added. "While the New 
Testament was being written, God 
permitted special miracles to keep 
thcm'iii the faith. 


"We think it is modern to deny 


the cardinal things in Christianity 
but in the days of the Corinth church 
people were denying the 'resurrec- 
tion.'' 


Paul wrote to them, he explained, 


exhorting them not to lose sight of 
their religion in their petty quarrels.

Elimination, of four 
inch 
water 


mains, of which there are miles in 
Rushville, and the increasing of these 
'mains to at least 6 inch size, with 0 
inch ijize the smallest to lie used. 
Fire'hydrants are too small there 
should be t\v-b outlets for hose con- 
nections,' a'n'3 one' large outlet 'for 
pumper service.: 


Each fire'company should have six- 


men en duty at all time. These .men 
should be governed by suitable rules 
and regulations,«and properly' con- 
ducted in ranking and as 
officers. 


Any act of misconduct should be 
capse for trial and suspension. Fire- 
ni€u should have frequent drills and 
schools of learning. They should "be 
taught life saving', means', and man- 
ner or salvaging property. 


The city should adopt an ordin- 


ance regulating fire protection, and 
establish a biu'lding code. The nation- 
al electric wiring code should be en- 
forced, and a wire and electrical in- 
spector named. 


The fire alarm system is not suf- 


ficient. It is in need of repairs. There 
is not a sufficient number of 
fire' 


alarm boxes, and there should be 0 
or 8 more added. Property in the high 
value district should not be more 
than 500 feet from a box; in the res- 
ident district, no house should be 
further than 800 feet from a box, 
excepting property that is only 1/5 
built with houses. 
' 
• 


The indicator that 'registers fire 


alarms is obsolete and is not used in 
cities of,the third class rating. A 
punch register system would be nec- 
essary, in which alarms are- handled 
more .quickly and more accurately. 


Several other items were pointed 


out. When asked about the rate re- 
duction, it was said that before a re-, 
dnction could be made the city would 
have to he given « nc*v .-"lassifieation, 
and that expert work is required 
along fhat line, and that 
approxi- 


mately $12,000 would be required for 
the work. If the classification were 
changed, and" no 
definite -promise 


made, even by following all the nec- 
essary suggestions, the city eould not 
lower the rate more than 6 to 10 per 
cent. 
.. 


The council then decided that the 


best way out of the -thing was fo buy 
what they thought was needed to, put 
out fires, and let the rate take care 
of-itself..
